The Mt. 
San 
Jacinto Winter 
Park Authority 
was completed 
this week when Gov. Earl W ar­ 
ren announced the names of the 
three men he had appointed to 
complete the 
Seven-man com­ 
m ittee which 
will 
control the 
great playground project. 
Under the measure, introduced 
in the state legislature by As­ 
semblyman Philip Boyd of the 
Village, 
and 
passed 
by

houses and signed by the gover­ 
nor, the city of Palm Springs 
was designated 
to 
name two 
men, the county board of su­ 
pervisors, two 
men, 
and the 
governor, three men, to make up 
the seven-man board. 
BOARD IS COMPLETE 
The city named Earl Coffman 
and John R. E. Chaffey on the 
board, supervisors named James 
G. Nusbaum of Idyllwild, and V. 
W. Grubbs 
of 
Riverside, and 
yesterday Gov. W arren appoint­ 
ed Harrold 
English, prominent 
Los Angeles engineer and a win­ 
ter resident of the Village, Leon­ 
ard Firestone 
of 
the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber company of Los 
Angeles, and John F. McKenzie, 
of Inglewood, 
manager 
of the 
Hollywood Park race track. 
Earl Coffman, member of the 
authority and co-manager of the 
Desert Inn, said today that he 
plans to invite the complete au­ 
thority to the Inn for an organ­ 
ization meeting. 
The tentative 
date for this session is Novem­ 
ber 28. He expressed high gra­ 
tification over the caliber of the 
men selected by Gov. Warren, 
and saw early and efficient ac­ 
tion on start of the great proj­ 
ect—an ambition of the Village 
for the past 10 years. 
The board faces a tremendous 
responsibility — acquisition of 
rights-of-way, 
hiring 
of 
engi­ 
neers. issuance of revenue bonds, 
and awards of construction bids. 
The tramway, from Chino can- 
yan to the Mt. Jacinto winter 
playgrounds, will be the longest 
in the world, and will transport 
Villagers, winter

minutes auto ride to the desert 
station and 12 minutes up the 
steep mountain side to the snow 
sports.

Status of Local 
Airport Cleared 
by Col. Cofer 


Additional information on the 
operation of private airplanes at 
Palm Springs Army Air Field 
was made public this week by Lt. 
Col. Floyd S. Cofer, Jr., com­ 
manding officer of the field. 
Col. Cofer emphasized that the 
field is open only to privately 
owned aircraft not operated for 
profit. Chartered aircraft are not 
allowed to land at the field to 
pick up or discharge passengers 
or cargo. Neither is student in- 
s’truction permitted. 
MUST HAVE RADIO 
Col. 
Cofer 
also 
announced 
that, effective at once, all civilian 
aircraft using the field must be 
equipped with an operable radio 
receiver, capable of receiving sig­ 
nals on the Palm Springs tower 
frequency of 278 kilocycles. 
The 
radio 
requirement, 
and 
other safety restrictions on the 
operation of privately owned air­ 
craft at the field, are temporary, 
Col. Cofer said. They are made 
necessary by the large number 
of transport aircraft landing at 
Palm Springs with loads of over­ 
seas veterans, plus the normal 
volume of transient ferried air­ 
craft. 
At present, Col Cofer stated, 
the City of Palm Springs has ap­ 
plied to the War Department for 
a license covering the use of the 
field by privately owned civilian 
aircraft not operated for profit. 
Under the license agreement, the 
city will bear a proportionate 
share of the cost of maintaining 
the runways and other facilities 
at the field. 
MAY QUIT TOWER 
Another situation arising out 
of the operation of the field, was 
the probable abandonment of the 
traffic control tower by both the 
army and the Civilian Aeronau­ 
tical Authority. 
It was learned that the C.A.A. 
whose personnel now operates 
the control tower, will run out ot 
allocated army funds December 
31, used in paying the salaries of 
these operators. However, the re­ 
gional office of that organization 
at Santa Monica, reported that it 
expects funds will be appropri­ 
ated by Congress in time to con­ 
tinue the operation of the tower. 
The operation of a traffic con­ 
trol tower is vital to the opera­ 
tion of commercial airline serv­ 
ice to the Village and if it is 
abandoned, Western Air Lines 
would in all probability cancel its 
passenger and airmail service to 
this community 
UNDER STUDY 
According to information ob­ 
tained at Santa Monica, the city, 
would be forced to continue the 
operation of the tower if airline 
passenger service to Palm Springs 
was to continue.

Tom Holland was all smiles and 
full of self assurance, when he 
surveyed the results of the Vic­ 
tory Bond campaign yesterday. 
The picture, which resolved it­ 
self into dollar and cent sales of j 
Victory bonds, snowed a total of 
$174,861.50 as compared to Palm 
Springs' quota of $281,168, leav­ 
ing a balance of $105,707 yet to 
be sold. Official time for the ex­ 
piration of the campaign is De­ 
cember 8. 
“I am fully confident now,” de­ 
clared Mr. Holland, chairman in 
charge of the bond drive, “that 
Palm Springs will not only at­ 
tain its quota but will pass it.” 
The only dark 
cloud on the 
horizon, in Mr. Holland's opinion, 
was the lagging sales of E bonds. 
The quota for the Village in the 
sale of bonds in this category is 
$122,168. 
“These bonds are the best buy 
among the bonds being offered, 
paying the 
largest 
return,” he 
said. “People with largo sums of 
money to invest are only allowed 
to purchase $5,000 worth of E 
bonds during any one year, or a 
maximum of $20,000 for any fam­ 
ily group.” 
The largest purchaser of bonds 
to date in the current drive, and 
which brought the attainment of 
the Palm 
Springs 
quota 
into 
sight was Mr. Abe Adelman, local 
businessman, in the purchase by 
him of $110.000 in bonds.

milk began to flow in from a 
newly created dairy in the Pass 
country and Bob and Allen and 
some of their group who strug­ 
gled against great odds gave us 
this vital food. This community 
should not forget.

Adkinson was a member of the 
little known Under Water Demo­ 
lition squad which went to war 
in bathing trunks, armed with 
high explosives and a knife. The 
knife wasn’t used for killing; it 
was used to cut fuses for the 
charges set to blow up the ob­ 
stacles the Japs had placed in 
the 
water 
to 
stem American 
landings. 
Adkinson came to Palm Springs 
to the McKinney Trailer camp to 
rest after his discharge at San 
Pedro from the navy. Of slight 
build, Adkinson said most mem­ 
bers of the UDT were small fel­ 
lows, picked for their endurance 
and 
courage 
rather than 
for 
brawn. They went in before the 
invasion forces and blew up in a 
cascade of coral, debris and spray, 
in a few seconds, the underwater 
obstacles the Japs 
had 
slaved 
over for months to perfect. 
Adkinson has many remai;kable 
pictures taken of the UDT in ac­ 
tion. He also has some marvelous 
pictures of U. S. troops crashing 
ashore through blown 
up 
ob­ 
stacles. For he took his official 
camera ashore with him ahead 
of the advance forces hid on the 
beach taking pictures of the land­ 


ings and of the Japanese defense 
actions. 
The training given the UDT's 
was the most rigid in the service. 
They had to start from scratch. 
There had been nothing in pre­ 
vious wars or in this war until 
Sicily. But it was in the many 
island invasions in the Pacific 
that the UDT really came into 
its own. 
The 
units 
were 
trained 
in 
Hawaii and the camps were kept 
as deep a secret as the atom bomb 
plants. 
WELCOME MAT OUT 
On one occasion, Adkinson re­ 
lated, when the marines swarmed 
ashore on a Japanese island, they 
found a welcome sign erected by 
the UDT’s, who stole into the 
island a day or so before. 
Adkinson is glad to be back in 
the states and resting. Being a 
part of the wave that preceded 
the first wave, was strenuous, he 
said. 
After a brief stay here he plans 
to go east with his trailer and his 
dog. 
The dog, by the way, nothing 
special as dogs go, was ashore on 
several Jap islands even before 
the Devil-Dogs were. 


1st. Lt. D. C. Weatherall of the 
arm y engineers arrived home last 
week from Okinawa on a 45-day 
leave after which he will report 
to Fort Lewis, Wash. He enlisted 
in January, 1941, and had his first 
assignment on the Alcan 
high­ 
way. After receiving his com­ 
mission at Fort Bclvoir he went 
overseas in the Pacific theater 
and saw considerable action. He 
was among the first line assault 
troops to land at Kwajelein, Leyte 
and Okinawa and wears an ar­ 
rowhead and five battle stars on 
his Asiatic-Pacific ribbon, two 
stars on his Philippine Liberation 
ribbon. He is the son of Rev. B.

We do 
not mean th at they w ere the first 
people to see these plants, which 
were, of course, well known to 
the natives and to the Padres 
W hat we m ean is th at they dis­ 
covered them for science, were 
the m eans of introducing them to 
the system of science, whereby 
they find a place in the Botanical 
m anuals 
and 
receive 
scientific 
names. 
Reading about these early dis­ 
coveries, we easily get the idea 
th at everything of interest was 
found long ago. This is not at all 
the case. For example, last month 
Mr. T im berlake of the C itrus E x­ 
perim ent station at Riverside col­ 
lected wild bees near Cathedral 
City and found four kinds which 
had never been described. 
THEY ALL COME NEW 
Even m ore recently Mrs. Rob­ 
ert Haynes found a sm all bat 
in Palm Springs, w hich we sup­ 
posed must belong to some com­ 
mon species, but on sending it to 
the 
Los A ngeles Museum 
we 
w ere astonished to learn that it 
was the Sierra Laguna bat. new 
to 
the 
U nited 
States, 
being 
hitherto know n only from Lower 
California. 
The place w here a “new ” spe­ 
cies or variety was found is called 
the type locality. 
Today 
Mrs. 
Stephen W illard brought in an 
interesting kind of wild buck­ 
w heat, botanically called Erio- 
gonum plum atella variety jaegeri. 
She got it on the way to Twenty- 
Nine Palm s, apparently at the 
v e r y 
place 
w here 
Professor 
Jaeg er of Riverside discovered it 
several years ago. But he got 
there first and it w as his dis­ 
covery.
